Continuation of 3. NOTE: applicant has amended the claims such that claims 57-58 and 61 now recite method steps that were not 
previously searched or considered. The art searched would need to be looked at in a new light given the new context of the claims as 
proposed to be amended, for example. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that the proposed 
amendments would overcome the written description rejection of record. Applicant asserts that the "50%" grounds would be moot but fail 
to argue why it would not apply to the amended claims 57, 58 and 61 1 for example. Applicant asserts that the hybridization conditions 
disclosed in the specification provide adequate basis for a written description of the claimed invention. It is noted that the claims do not 
recite any specific conditions and further it is not clear that the specification provides a specific definition of "stringent conditions", but 
appears to provide an example of what may be included in the scope of the term. It appears that the specification, at page 5 t defines 
"stringent" to mean "stringent", for example. It is noted that the guidelines applicant cites for support of written description in claims with 
hybridization conditions either provide conditions in the claim or provide a specific and closed definition in the specification for the 
hybridization term. The issues for appeal have not been reduced since elements of each ground provided for in the rejection of record are 
still present in the proposed claims . 
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
